Indeed the ſeriouſneſs of the peo- 
ple is the leſs ſurpriſing when it is conſidered, 
that for at leaſt an hundred years, this town has 
had ſuch a ſucceſſion of pious Miniſters, as very 
few in Great-Britain have known. | 
After Edinburgh, Glaſgow and Aberdeen, I thin 

Inverneſs is the largeſt town I have ſeen in Scot- 
land. The main ſtreets are broad and ftrait ; the 
houſes moſtly old 3 but not very bad, nor v

good. It ſtands in a pleaſant and fruitful coun- 


try, and has all things needful for life and god- 


lineſs. The people in general ſpeak remarkably 


good Engliſh, and are of a friendly, courteous 
viour. 9 e 

About eleven we took horſe, While we were 
dining at Nairn, the inn-keeper faid, *Sir, the 
gentlemen of the town, have read the little book 
you gave me on Saturday, and would be glad if 
you would give them a ſermon.” Upon my con- 
ſenting, the bell was immediately rung, and the 
congregation was quickly in the Kirk, O what 
a difference is there between South arid North- 
Britain Every one here at leaſt loves to _

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the word of God. And none takes it into his 


head, to ſpeak one uncivil word, to any for en- 
deavouring to ſave their ſouls, 25 


Doubting whether Mr. Grant was come home, 


Mr Kerſhaw, called at the Grange- green, near 
 Farras, while I rode forward. But Mr. Grant ſoon 
called me back, I have ſeldom ſeen a more 
agreeable place. The houſe is an old caſtle, which 
ſtands on a little hill, with a delightful proſpe& 
All four ways. And the hoſpitable — a left 
nothing undone, to make it ſtill more agreeable, 
He ſhewed us all his improvements, which are 
very conſiderable in every branch of huſbandry, 
In his gardens many things were more forward, 
than at Aberdeen, yea or Newcaſtle, And how is 
it, that none- but one Highland gentleman has 
diſcovered, that we have a tree in Britain, as 
_ eaſily raiſed as an aſh, the wood of which is of 
full as fine a red as mahogany! Namely. the Li- 
burnum.- I defy _ mahogany to exceed the 
chairs which he has lately made of this. 
Thurſday 12. We through the pleaſant 
and fertile county of Murray to Elgin. I never 


ſuſpected before, that there was any ſuch country | 


as this, near an hundred and fifty miles beyond 
Edinburgh e a country which is ſuppoſed to have 
generally fix weeks more ſunſhine in a year than 
ada any part of Great-Britazn. 22 
At Elgin are the ruins of a noble cathedral, the 
largeſt that I remember to have ſeen in the king- 
dom, We rode thence to the Spey, the moſt 
rapid river next the Rhine, that I ever ſaw. 
ugh the water was not breaſt-high to our 
. horſes, they could very hardly keep their feet. 
We dined at Keith, and rode on to Strathbogre, 
much improved by the linen manufacture. All 
the country from Fockaber to Strathbogie, has little 
houſes ſcattered up and down. And not only 
the valleys but the mountains themſelves are im- 
roved with the utmoſt care. There want only 


more trees to make them more pleaſant _ 
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moſt of the mountains in England. The whole 
family at our inn, eleven or twelve in number, 

adly joined with us in prayer at night. Indeed 
o they did at every inn where. we lodged. For 
among all the fins, they have imported from 
England, the Scots have not yet learned, at leaſt 
not the common people, to ſcoff at ſacred things. 
Wedneſday 1g. We reached Aberdeen about 
one. Between ſix and ſeven, both this evening 
and the next, I preached in the ſhell of the new 
houſe, and found it a time of much conſolation, 
Friday 13. We ſet out early, and came to Dundee, 
juſt as the boat was going off. We deſigned to 
loan at the houſe on the other ſide ; but could 
not get either meat, drink, or good words. So we 
were conſtrained to ride on to Coupar. After 
travelling near ninety miles, I found no wearineſs 
at all, Neither were our horſes hurt. Thou, O 
Lord, doſt fave both man and beaſt ! 
Saturday 16, We had a ready paſſage at Ning- 
horn, and in the evening 1 preached on the 
Kalton-hill, to a very large congregation. But 2 
ſtill larger fr Py at {even on Sunday morning 
in the High School-yard. Being afterwards in- 
formed, that the Lord's ſupper was to be ad- 
miniſtered in the 'Weft Kirk, I knew not what to 
do. But at length I judged it beſt to embrace 
the opportunity, though I did not admire the 
manner of adminiſtration, After the uſual morn- 
ing ſervice, the Miniſter enumerated ſeveral forts 
of ſinners, whom he forbad to approach. Two 
long tables were ſet on the ſides of one iſle, 


covered with table-cloths. On each fide of them 


a bench was. placed for the people. Each 
table held four or five and thirty. Three Miniſ- 
ters ſat at the top, behind a croſs-table; one of 
whom made a long exhortation, cloſed with the 
words of our Lord; and then breaking the bread 
gave it to him who ſat on each ſide him. A piece 
of bread was then given to him who ſat feſt on 
each of the four benches. He broke off a little 
= — | piece,

piece, and gave the bread to the next: ſo it went 
on, the deacons giving more when wanted, A 
cup was then given to the firſt perſon on each 
bench, and ſo by one to another. The Miniſter 
continued his exhortation, all the time they were 
receiving. Then four verſes of the twenty- 
ſecond pſalm were ſung, while new perſons 25 
down at the tables. A ſecond miniſter then 
rayed, conſecrated, and exhorted. I was in- 
rmed the ſervice uſually laſted till five in 
the evening, How much more ſimple, as well 
as more ſolemn, is the ſervice of the church of 
England ? | 
The evening congregation on the hill, was far 


_ moſt deeply affected. Many were in tears; more 
ſeemed cut to the heart. Ls this time will 
not ſoon be forgotten. Will it not appear in the 
annals of eternity? . 
Monday 18. I ſet out early, and reached Moller 
about four'in the afternoon. Some friends from 
Newcaſtle met me here, and took me in a chaiſe 
to Whittingham, Tueſday 19. After preaching 
about noon at Morpeth, we went on to Newcaſtle, 
The fire had not gone out ſince I was here. I 
felt it as ſoon as I began to ſpeak; and fo, it 
ſeems, did the whole congregation. At five in 
the morning the ſame ſpirit was in the midſt of 
us, as well as at feven in the evening : but moſt 
of all at the Felt, white I was applying thoſe 
words, Believe and thou fhelt be ſaved. 
: Thurſday 21. Leaving the houſe of God, 1 
rode to Carlifles The day was extremely ſultry, 
ſo that I was faint and feveriſh in the evening. 
However the next day I got well to Whitehaven. 
What has continually hurt this poor people is 
offence. I found the Society all in confuſion, 
becauſe a woman had “ ſcolded with her neigh- 
bour, and another . ſtole a two- loaf.” 1 
talked largely with thoſe, who en moſt 
offended: and they ſtood reproved, Sunday 24.

Monday 25. I rode by Keſwick to Kendal, The 
clouds ſhaded us moſt of the way, and the wind 
was juſt in our face; otherwiſe we ſhould ſcarce 
have been able to bear the heat. A few years 
ſince the fields here were white for the harveſt. 
But the poor people have ſince been ſo harraſt, 
by ſeceders, and diſputers of every kind, that 
they are dry and. dead as ſtones, Yet 1 think 
ſome of them felt the power of God this evening. 
And can he not out of theſe flones, raiſe up chul- 
dren unto Abraham y . Ye of ; 
Tueſday 26. I preached abroad at five, And, 
I believe not in vain, Between nine and ten 


we reached Black-Burton, where there was a 


general awakening, till the jars between Mr, 
ngham and Allen laid the people aſleep again. 
However ſome are united again in a quiet, —_ 
Society, zealous of good works. I preach 
about eleven. Thence we rode to Long-Preſton, 
being ſtill fanned by the wind, and (unleſs a few 
minutes now and then) ſhaded by the clouds. 
The congregation was exceeding ſerious. Hence 
I rode to 07 wary where ſometime ſince, no 
Methodift preacher could appear, I preached in

I obſerve ſome- 
thing ſimilar in poetry; yea, in all the objeQs of 
imagination. I ſeldom reliſh verſes at firſt hear- 
ing; till I have heard them over and over, they 
give me no pm : and they give me next to 
e, when I have heard them a few times more, 
as to be quite familiar. Juſt ſo a face or a 
picture, which does not ſtrike me at firſt, becomes 
more pleaſing, as I grow more acquainted with it. 
Butt only to a certain point: for when I am too 
much acquainted, it is no longer pleaſing. O 
how imperfectly do we unde even the 
maChine which we carry about us ! Thurſday 
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Thurſday g. I had the comfort of leaving our 
Brethren at Leeds, united in peace and love. 
About one I preached in a meadow at Wakefeld. 
At firſt the ſun was inconvenient, But it was 
not many minutes before that inconvenience was 
removed, by the clouds coming between. We 
had not only a larger, but a far more attentive 
congregation, than ever was ſeen here before. 
One indeed, a kind of gentleman, was walking 
away, with great unconcern, when I ſpoke aloud, 
«© Does Gallio care for none of theſe things? But 
where will you go with the wrath of God on your 
head, and the curſe of God on your back?” He 
ſtopt ſhort, ſtood till and went no farther, till the 
ſermon was ended. | 3 

In the evening I preached on the top of the hill 
near Dewſbury, one of the pleaſanteſt towns in 
England. The congregation was larger than ever 
before. They flled the preaching-houſe at five 
in the morning. 1 

I had propoſed to take horſe early, to avoid the 
heat; but was detained till between nine and 
ten. It was then warm enough, there being no 


wind, and the ſun ſhining full in our face. How- 


ever before one we got to Heptonſtall, where I 
reached in the ſhell of the new houſe, After 
rvice, one brought his daughter to me, who had 

been ill ſome months, juſt like thoſe near Brechin. 

Her fiſter was ſo two years ſince, and when that 

recovered, this was taken. How. often muſt even 

phyſicians acknowledge ſpiritual agents, did not 


tue nerves help them out as a dead lift ? 


In the evening I preached at Halifax, where I 
had the pleaſure of meeting Mr. Y=, with whom 
in the morning, Saturday 7.1 rode to Huddergſeld, 
and preathed between eleven and twelve: the 
church Was pretty well filled, conſidering the 
ſhort Warning. At half hour after one we took 
horſe. The ſun ſhone burning hot, and the wind - 
was on our back, But very ſoon the ſky was ' 
overcaſt, and the wind 3 and blew juſt in” 
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our face all the way to Mancheſter, It was with 
5 difficulty that I preached in the evening, my 
1 voice being exceeding. weak : as I had preached 

three times a day for ten days, and many of the 
times abroad. FOR” 
* Sunday 8. I rode to Stockport, and preached at 
one on a green at the end of the town. A few 
wild young men ſtrove to make a diſturbance. 
But none regarded them. At five I preached at 
Man:hefter on one thing is needful, and ſcarce 
_ knew how to leave off, At the meeting of the 
Society likewiſe, it pleaſed God to comfort us 
greatly. Monday 9. The ſtewards from various 
parts gave a good account of the work of God 
among them, ſteadily increaſing on every fide. In 
the evening, curioſity brought to the houſe, many 
unbelievers, in the proper ſenfe, men who do not 
receive the Chriſtian revelation. I preached on 
Thou fhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf, and proved 
them finners on their own principles. Some of 
the ſtout-hearted trembled. I hope, to more 
purpoſe than poor Felix die. f 
edneſday 11. I gave all our brethren a 
ſolemn Mong, Boe to love the world, or the things \ 
of the world. is is one way whereby Satan 
will ſurely endeavour, to overthrow the preſent 
work of God.

About ſeven I preached in the ſtreet at Bol! 
to twice br thrice as many as the room woul 
have contained, It was a calm, ftill evening, 
and the congregation was as quiet as the ſeaſon, 
though compoſed of awakened and unawakened 
- churchmen, diſſenters, and what not? As many 
as the houſe would well contain were preſent 
again at five in the morning. About ſeven in the 
evening, the multitude of people conſtrained me 
to preach in the ſtreet, though it rained. But in

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à very ſhort time, the rain : and I ſtrongly 
Re our Lord's.word, 1 2 believe, all 
things are 2. to him that believeth.

After ſermon, one was mentioning. a, perſo 
who according to his account was diſordered juſt 
like thoſe in Scotland. In the morning Friday

fell into a ſecond, 1 . electrifying. The 
fit ceaſed by a very gentle ſhock. A third was 
removed in the ſame manner.

At ten I began to preach at Vigan, proverbiall 
famous for all manner of wickedneſs. As 4 
reached abroad, we expected ſome diſturbance :

We were then 
told, to ride over ſome grounds: but-our path 


ſoon ended in the edge of a bog: however we got 
through to a little houſe, where an honeſt man 


inſtantly mounting his horſe, gallopped before 


us, up hill and down, till he brought us into a 


road, which he ſaid led ſtrait to Roes- Fair. We 


rode on, till another met us and ſaid, No, this is 


the way to Aberyſlwith. If you would go to Roes- 
Fair, you muſt turn back, and ride down to yonder 
bridge. The maſter of a little houſe near the 
bridge, then directed us to the next village: 
where we enquired again, (it being paſt nine) 


and were once more ſet exactly wrong. Having 


wandered an hour upon the mountains, through 


rocks, and bogs and precipices, we with abun- 


dance of difficulty got back, to the little houſe 
near the bridge. It was vain to think of reſt 
there, it being full of drunken, roaring miners : 
beſide that there was but one bed in the houſe, 
and neither graſs, nor hay, nor corn to be had.
